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hours, or shall permit any child under the age of fourteen,
to labor in any factory, work-shop, or other place used for
mechanical or manufacturing purposes, for more than ten
hours in any one day, where such owner, stockholder, over-
seer, employer, clerk or foreman has control, such person so
offending-, shall be liable to a prosecution in the name of the
State of Minnesota, before any Justice of the Peace, or Court
of competent jurisdiction of the county wherein the same
shall occur, and upon conviction thereof, be fined in any sum
not less than ten or more than one hundred dollars.

SEO. 2. That in all engagements to labor in any mechani-
cal or manufacturing business, a day's work, when the con-
tract of labor is silent upon the subject, or when there is no i» no
express contract, shall consist of ten hours, and all agree-
ments, contracts or engagements, in reference to such labor,
shall be so construed.

SEO. 3. That whenever a fine shall be collected in accor-
dance with the first Section of this Act, the same shall be
paid over to the County Treasurer [of the county] wherein
the trial may be had, and the same shall be by them disbursed
for the benefit of common schools.

SEC. 4. This Act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.
